is also excellent advice for Canada. 
There has been some concern in this 
country, as well as overseas, as to 
what_might be expected when Mr. 
Nixon’s presumably more conserva- 
tive administration takes over the 
government. of the United States. 
Hence Mr. Benson’s plea to United 
States international trade executives 
to continue support of the Kennedy 
Round tariff reductions was timely, 
for there has been noticeable pres- 
sure from United States producers 
in recent. months to whittle tariff 
reductions by one means or another. 


But it was equally timely that 
Mr. Benson’should have, by .implica- 
tion, revealed some of Canada’s in- 
tentions- in regard-to trade.

Last week, you published a letter 
which criticized a lengthy, frightfully 
verbose and confused play named 
“Measure for Measure,” for -depieting 
Vienna as “a sinful Sodom, teeming with 
lechery.”’

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Polluted Planet Headed Toward Disaster

A few centuries ago, men used to plant 
oaks which would take 500 years to ma- 


ture. They must have had a quite different-. 


relationship to time. 


Today, we peer a mere 30 years ahead through 
a haze of unreality, The plan-span of most govern- 
ments extends no “farther than the next election, 
and more usually not beyond the next budget. 

For the average citizen, long-range planning 
means looking at holiday brochures in January and 
dreaming about next August. 

A few uneasy paragraphs appeared in the newspapers 


recently following the revelation that North Sea gas may run 
out in two or three decades.

centuries, as the oak planters did—now preoccupies only the 
science-fiction writers. 

Yet within’ the next 30 years, not only North Séa gas, but 
@ vast variety of more easily accessible resources on which 
we now.depend will be running low. 

This assumes that we survive the more immediate 
problems of land, food, population and water supply which 
show-—every sign-of compounding a major planetary crisis 
‘within the lifetimes-of everyone under 45, 

Most people perceive that we live in a most unusual 
period of history, that we have become quite remarkably 
inventive in technology, that there are a lot of cars.and 
airplanes about, more noise and fumes, that life is crowded 
and somewhat tiring. But it is not, easily realized, with full 
imaginative force, what we are doing to the planet. 

Five hundred-years from now, one thing is quite certain. 
Historians -—. if there are any — will. look back on the 
~twentieth- century as atime when men plunged into reckless, 
transformation. and exploitation of their global environment 
quite without precedent. 


Incredible Confidence 


They will study with awe our incredible confidence that 
something would turn up — new techniques, new resources, 
new discoveries. 

They will survey, with cold shivers running down their 
spines, the insouciance with which we exposed the delicate, 
and to us largely mysterious, balances in mature and in our 
own. bodies to new and ingenious stresses and environmental 
insults each year. 

They will examine, dumbfounded, how we “blundered 

somehow into the twenty-first century, and contrived, by 
means which are still obscure to ourselves, to preserve a 
world capable of supporting further historians. 

But they may also ring with a red pencil the 1960s and 
Tee as 9 pentod whee, gees eee Soe Sees 

ing proportion of respected scientists, began to perceive 
with. full clarity the need for ungent action. 

In September, delegates from: alll over the world attended 
a UNESCO conference in Paris to degate ‘the sciéntific basis 
for the. rational use and conservation of the resources of the 
biosphere.’ 

In other words, they were wondering if we know how to 
keep the earth habitable. Soon there seems likely to be a 
monster UN conference to survey the same ground. 

The immediate effect of conferences of this ‘kind is. to 
provide remunerative employment for typists and generate 
stacks of paper. But they also have two less tangible but 
positive effects. They help to create a climate of opinion and 
intention. which supports campaigners trying to get their 
‘Governments to take these problems seri 

And they gather together a formidable bulk of 
{information which, though often bogged in almost unreadable 
prose, has a sobering cumulative effect. 

For it is the accumulation which needs ‘to be appreciated. 
The water engineer perceives that his problems of the next 10 
years are difficult, but apparently soluble. 


Population Explosion 


The agriculturist sees a chance of stepping up production 
which may just fend off mass starvation for the next 
generation, The municipal engineers hope they can just about 
dispose of a rising tide of sewage. 

It is when these and many other environmental problems 
are surveyed as a whole, in a 30- or 40-year perspective, that 
same sense of the effort needed to keep the earth habitable 
emerges. 

The population explosion. is the most familiar of these 
looming planetary stresses, and it is fundamental to the rest. 
For while twentieth-century man would undoubtedly have 
done drastic things to his environment with a static 
population, he is doing a lot more with an exploding one, 

In 1860 the world’s population was probably about 1,000 
million, and it is thought to have taken 200,000 years to reach 
that figure. Sixty years later, it had doubled. By 1975 it will 
have doubled again, to reach 4,000 million. 

By the end. of this century 6,000 million citizens are 
confidently expected to be living or partly living on earth, 
and if there is no pause, children now being born could spend 
their old age among 12,000 million others. 

If the earth were all covered with earth, so to speak, 
there would be no immediate problem, But it isn’t. Three- 
quarters of the globe is tovered by sea. 

Halt of the land jis uninhabitable, being covered with 
snow, ice, deserts, rocky peaks, etc. We have to share what 
is left — about 25 million square miles, British citizens live in 
one of the most crowded corners. 

Even shared out, we could each expect about one acre of 
the British Isles; Americans would get 12 Acres each. 

We are eating into this land at an alarming rate. In the 
United States, a baby is born every 12-seconds_and_a_car 
every five seconds. The two together set up a new demand 
for living space and road space which eats away two acres of 
countryside every minute. 

Urban expansion may swallow up a sixth of Britain’s

land — a foot or so of fertile topsoil with a few more feet

The soil is being treated pretty roughly in many parts of 
the world, although this is not a mew phenomenon 

Centuries ago, goats were-eating parts of the Middle East 
bare; Merino sheep gnawed away at the hills of Spain; iron 
smelters cleared Scottish hillsides of trees, and millions of 
tons of fertile soil were washed steadily into the sea. 

However, the American dust bowls of the 1930s set new 
standards of environmental destructiveness. Partly as a

Greedy, Ignorant Farming 


Meanwhile, greedy and ignorant farming and timber 


felling, coupled with urban growth, are spreading to. sub- 


~ tropical ahd tropical regions, where both the soils and the 


populations are far worse equipped to cope with the stresses 
that result. 

The soils of-tropical forests, accumstomed to warm -semi- 
darkness, collapse and disintegrate when trees are cleared, 
and wash away in the next rains. 

And urban growth often means malignant expansion of 
shanty towns and settlements, The advanced nations of the~ 
world are deeply ed with preserving some kind of 
habitable conditions in their cities. 

The shanty towns are growing up with none of the 
services which are just enabling European and American 
cities to hold their own. 

Yet it has been estimated that urban growth in 
undeveloped regions is now going ahead far faster than in 
developed regions, 

Between 1920 and the end of tHis century, the urban 
population of the developed countries is expected to 
quadruple; the urban population of underdeveloped countries 
will multiply 20 times, so that nearly twice as many people 
will be town dwellers in poor regions as in rich, 

The rich are now discovering the: enormous overheads of 
city living, the vast investment and maintenance involved in 
keeping the great conurbations functioning at all (and even 
then, there is horrible decay in the centres of places like 


Chicago). 


There seems little prospect that the poor regions will be 
able to invest even a fraction of what will be needed to 
prevent the development of tropical slums which will make 
Ohicago’s ghettos seem like a Garden of Eden.

ton of solid refuse per year, and this thriving industry is 
growing at 4 per cent per year. 

Los Angeles alone dumps 12 million cubic yards of refuse 
each year into tips and landfills. The wonders of the modern 
packaging industry mean that a growing proportion of -this 
refuse is virtually indestructible — 48,000 million aluminium 
cans are discarded annually, 28,000 million long-lived jars and 
bottles, and uncounted plastic containers and wrappings. If 
they are incinerated, there is an air-pollution problem. 

Giant cardumps are a familiar feature of the landscape, 
and have prompted the development of colossal plants which 
grind up old cars into small bits. Mining companies are said 
to be eyeing certain American scrap-heaps as a potentially 
richer source of minerals than those provided by nature. 

Even more formidable is the U.S. sewage industry, which 
by the year 2000 will be dealing with almost 37,000 million 
gallons of municipal sewage a day, or about 132 gallons per 
head per day. In Britain, the current flow is about 30 gallons 
per head per day, to which are added 1,300 million gallons a 
day of industrial effluent. 

It is currently costing us some £133 million a year to treat 
and dispose of the country’s sewage and industrial effluent, 
and the cost is expected’to double within a few years, 


5,000 River Miles Gone 


In Britain we are exceptionally fortunate in that no city 
is very far from the sea and we have relatively abundant 
water to sluice away our wastes. Even so, a survey in 1958 
showed that over 5,000 miles of rivers were polluted, often 


The Water Pollution Laboratory is just completing a 
second survey, and preliminary indications ere that there 
have been some improvements (notably in. the Thames, 
following a gteasto £40 million treatment and disposal scheme 
recently completed by the GLC). But even so, rivers near 
cities are often dead, smelly and totally unfit for bathing. 

The latest sewage problem comes from the urbanization 
of farming. Instead of depositing their manure eas precious 


fertilizer on fields, animals on factory farms have the 


equivalent of running water and flushing toilets. 

The result is vast quantities of odorous slurry, which is 
becoming a major disposal problem.’ The National Farmers’ 
Union recently protested that if the river authorities enforced 
current anti-pollution regulations, British farmers might have 
to invest £250 million by 1972 to control their farm wastes.

‘ dumped annually 65 million tons~of-carbon monoxide, 23 
million tons of sulphur compounds, 15 million tons of oil and 
sooty substances, 12 million tons of dust, eight million tons of 
gases and vapors. 


Tons of Smoke and Gas 


It is predicted that even with severe -cohtrols, these 
amounts will more than double by the end of the century. 

In Britain, there is a parallel situation, with an emission 
of one and a half million tons of grit and ash, two million 
tons of smoke and five million tons of sulphur gases annually. 
The Ministry of Technology estimates that resulting 
corrosion,.soiling and other damage is costing £350 million a 
year. 

These are some of the gross features of the situation, 
They add up to a very expensive and messy problem, But 
they also add up to something more. 

For despite our best efforts we are releasing into the 
environment substances and processes never before en 
countered by the living organisms of the planet, including 
ourselves, 

A great many subtle balances, with millennia of evolution 
behind them, are being changed with quite unprecedented 
speed. 

Some of the effects we understand. Detergents: have 
fouled our waterways with foam, and are still liable to block 
the bacterial digestive processes in sewage works. 

“Soft” detergents, which can be attacked by bacteria, are 
solving the first problem, and a solution has also been found 
to the second. But many effects we do not fully understand. 

People in towns get more lung cancer than people in the 
country, irrespective of how much they smoke. Air pollution 
may be involved, but the details are obscure. 


Rainfall Becomes Acid 


Raintall over parts’ of Europe~has ‘become ‘increasingly 
acid, almost certainly because of pollution by sulphur gases 
from ofl burning. Acid rain appears to be depressing the yleld 
of Scandinavian forests, It may be having other effects. We 
don't know. 

Traces of. pesticides are now found in virtually all 
animals and man, including Antarctic penguins, Some 
animals, particularly birds of prey, accumulate large 
amounts through tood chains. Their eggs may be sterile. 

In the U.S. 400 new chemicals come on the market each 
year, They are commonly tested for direct health hazards. 
But after use they are disposed of — and sooner or later they 
or their breakdown products become involved in biological 
processes of one kind or another, most of which we know 
little or nothing about. 

It is no help to go round prophesying doom. The fact that ° 
we survive at all in an urban environment is a demonstration 
of the rugged resilience of biological’ systems, which have a 
built-in ability to resist stresses and bounce back after injury. 

Nevertheless, there have recently been some unpleasant 
environmental surprises, and there are certainly more in 
store, The sheer variety and scale of the things we are doing 
to the planet suggest that a variety of biological balances 
must be near breaking-point. 

A growing number of biologists and ecologists (whose 
speciality is the interactions between communities of Jiving 
things) Lave begun to utter serious warnings about these 
trends — some of which could conceivably upset not only 
local but global balances.

Most Italians Favor Birth Control

ROME (WP) —, Three out 
of four Italians favor birth 
control and two out of three 
say that their stand and 
behaviour on the subject have 
not been affected’ by the 
recent: pronouncement by 
Pope Paul VI reaffirming the 
Catholic church's rigid ban on 
contraception. nt 

Those -are the main results 
of the first public opinion poll 
conducted here on the issue 
after publication of the en- 
cyclical “humane vitae’ {on 
human life) on July 29 of this 
year. They appear the more 
significant since Italy is nom- 
inally a 99 per cent Catholic 

The survey was carried out 
by CIRM (italian “Centre. for 
Market Research) and in- 
volved interviews with 975 
Italians. The sample group | 
included 469 men and women | 


and 506 between the ages of | 
| 35 and 45, repesenting a social 
and econimic cross-section of 
the population.

Students of culture such as Marshall! McLuhan-insist that 
we are headed toward a visual culture where literacy will be 


unimportant 


This may be true, but the post-literate age is 


still in-the~future~-as~far~as~ schools -are concerned: Parents 
who want their children to do well in school must encourage 
them to love reading, Threats and promises won't do this, nor 
will the child suddenly grow to love books as soon as he 
reaches the age of six. A respect for reading should be 


developed from a very early age if it is to have 


any effect at 


all. This is why I am a great believer in parents who read to 


their children 


After all, if mother and father never touch a 


book, why should their sons and daughters? 


It is because I believe this that many of «the youngsters 
on my Christmas list will receive books. I only hope their 
parents will be encouraged to read them ‘to their tots. One set. 
of books that IJ am particularly fond of giving to very young 


children are those by 
colorful books printed in 


Brian Wildsmith. 
large, 


These are large 
easy-to-read type. The 


illustrations are fantastic, bright and impressionistic. The 
first I saw of this illustrator’s work was an ABC which costs 
$3.50. I felt that the way he handled the pictures was just 
right for a child. Others ‘must have felt so as well because 
the list of his books has been growing in leaps and bounds. 
He has dlustrated Fontaine's fable of the ‘‘Lion and the Rat" 
($3.25) and a collection of Mother Goose rhymes ($4.95). This 
last book includes rhymes I have never heard before as well 
as many old favorites. It is interestingly set out and fun to 
read even for adults. He also has a series of three books on 
creatures, each costing $3.25: “Wild Animals,” “Fishes” and 
“Birds,” that I would not hesitate to recommend for a pre- 


school naturalist. 


Poems From Canada 


Poetry is. often a stumbling block for today's children. 
They can't see the use of it and learning it under forced 
schoolroam conditions often leaves the most tolerant. child 
hating the sound of a rhyme. That is why I am ‘so. excited 
“about-a-new book of peetry for-children-I-found-for-$5.95.~ It 
is called “The New Anthology of Canadian Poetry for 
Children” and is aimed at the eight to 12 age group. It 
includes 71 poems of Canadian origin, same written by 
children, others translations of French-Canadian poems or 
Eskimo chants. It is beautifully illustrated in color. While it 
is not guaranteed to make a child love poetry it is certainly a 
wonderful introduction that cannot do any harm. All sorts of 
poetry are included from free verse to conventional forms. 
Since some of the poems are by children, it may even 
encourage the youngster to try his hand at a poem of his own 


and learn by doing 


Adults can learna ‘lot from books as well, especially 
books such as the ‘Bluffer’s Guide.” There are several of 
these little 75-cent books that promise “instant erudition.” 
Each gives a vocabulary on a specific topic that will enable 
you to hold your own in any conversation — without actual 
knowledge — provided you have the courage to keep on 
bluffing of course. Among the topics are Art, Finance, Music, 
Theatre and Literature. If these books work, it will prove a 
theory I have held a long time: it isn't what you,know tha’ 
counts but how you out-talk your opponent. °

Living as I do, in a large

Mrs. D., like me, is from 
England, and she had almost 
finished a bulky-knit cardigan 
for her son, when she ran out 
of wool, She was on the 
second sleeve with half the 
raglan shaping yet to do, plus 
the button and _ buttonhole 
band’ which went up either 
front and around the back 
neck. 

For some reason she didn’t 
get the extra wool right away, 
and when she did try, was 
told that that particular color, 
in the bulky weight, had been 
withdrawn. 

By consulting the shade 
cards that I have-on file, I 
was able to find the same 
shade as she wanted, was still 
available in the double knit- 
ting weight. 

On my suggestion, she cut a 
strand at the top of each 
sleeve ribbing, carefully un- 


bings, -and rinsing to remove 
the crinkles, she had suffi- 
«-cient-weol- to finish the raglan 
shapings of the second sleeve. 
The button band was also knit 
with. the two strands of the 
double knitting. 

Unless you knew, it was 
impossible to detect the -dif- 
ference between the two 
weights of wool! I feel just as 
pleased as the knitter when 
they have been able to lick a 
problem.: If you have had a 
similar experience, why not 
share it with our other 
readers?

MOSCOW (Reuters) — The 
supreme court of the Russian 
-federation of the U.S.S.R.. today 
rejected appeals’ by five Rus- 
sian dissidents sentenced to 
exile or prison terms for demon- 
strating against the Soviet-led 
occupation of Czechoslovakia. 


The five are Dr. Pavel Litvi- 
nov, grandson of Stakin’s former 
foreign minister Maxim Litvi- 
nov; Larissa Daniel,.wife of im- 
prisoned writer Yuil Daniel; lin- 
guist Konstantin Bobitsky, stu- 
dent Vadim Delowe and worker. 
Viadimir Dremlyuga. They 
were not in the courtroom to 
hear lawyers argue their case 
during the four-hour hearing. 


Only a small audience, inchud- 
ing close relatives of the five 
but not their friends, were al- 
flowed into the courtroom .near 
Red Square, the scene of their 
demonstration .on Aug. 25. 

The five were convicted at the 
end of a three-day trial last 
month for disrupting public

Rhodesian 


Settlement 
Long Way Off 


By JOHN WORRALL

SALISBURY, Rhodesia — 
Given almost any reading of the 
Rhodesian situation after the 
weekend collapse of the talks 
with Britain, it seems reason 
able to suppose there will be no 
agreed settlement for a long 
time. 

Those intimately concerned 
commercially, politically dnd 
diplomatically with Rhodesia 
must now adjust their plans 
accordingly. Some of those who 
seem certain that settlement 
was in the bag last week and 
banked on it were making 
burried readjustments Monday. 

Some observers here believe 
there will never be a_ settle- 
ment. But it is surprising how 
many businessmen here still 
believe an agreement can be 
reached. 

But ‘their assessment is made 
on businessmen’s logic. They 
failed to appreciate — political 
trends in Rhodesia, which are 
toward the right in favor of 
separate. development and 
steeply away from a multi- 
racial. country. 

WIDE DIFFERENCES 

The differences between 
Britain and the Rhodesian 
regime are almost irrecon- 
cilable. Although Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Wilson, at great risk 
to himself, made the terms for 
settlement last month as 
palatable as possible to the 
Rhodesian whites—and they are 
acknowledged here to be the 
pest terms offered since the 
white minority declared in- 
dependence three years ago— 
Prime Minister Ian Smith 
couldn't face giving —cast-iron 
guarantees against impediments 
to majority rule or against 
retrogression after independ- 
ence, even though African ma- 
jority rule could not occur for 
decades. 

Smith has been under severe 
criticism from his Rhodesian 
Front Party for negotiating at 
all on a multi-racial constitution. 
|The pressures against him 
would have been enormous if he 
had agreed to a system of 
external checks to facilitate the 
free flow of African political 
advancement. 

Whatever might have been his 
private views—and those Rho- 
desians are never permitted. to

They respond to stimuli 
of heat and cold, wet and dry, 
rougtr and smooth, As*soor as"a 
stimulus is received, the 
neurons spring into fast action. 
In the long cable of a sensory 
neuron, electrochemical energy 
sends an impulse on its way to 
the brain. The cable may be a 
foot or more long .and the 
impulse is flashed to the next 
neuron in a relay system. 

In less time that it takes to 
tell, the signal is relayed to the 
spinal cord and the correct 
department of the brain.

The death knell sounded 
over the weekend for the 
Broad Street Youth Centre at 
a teach-in held by hard-core 
supporters. 

The centre of controversy 
closes at the end of this 
month because there just isn't 
enough money. 

About 50 young people 
huddled in the chilly, unheated 
centre on Broad Street and 
discussed reasons it had 
failed. 

It is closing mainly because 
fire insurance standards can't 
be met by the owner,

and the alternatives. 

“People just got bored,” 
said one. long-haired youth. 
“There weren’t any activi- 
ties.” 

On the other hand somé said 
that dances, introduced re- 


cently to raise money, were 
the final nail in the coffin. 

‘Bands were a drag,”’ said 
one 17-year-old girl. ‘“‘No one 
could talk any more or hear 
what was being said.’” 

A boy with shoulder-length 
blond hair said the centre 
“strangled itself’? because 
“nobody was interested in 
anything."

“Tf you can't get pride in 
something it isn’t a part of 
you,” said Charles Barber, 
Victoria Youth Council mem- 
ber and hippie spokesman.
